ED IN TH E HOME 


Mo st cases o f actiite bro nchitis 
are treated at ho me by ho me meth­ 
o ds. Which is perfectly pro per pro ­ 
vided y o u are sure that the case is 
o ne o f bro nchitis. 
The underly ing principles o f the 
teatm ent 
o f 
bro nchitis, 
ho w'ever, 
are fairly simple, and sho uld 
be 
o bserved no m atter what particular 
remedies are u^ d. The first thing 
to be remembered is that it is a self- 
limited disease, the actute stage o f 
which sho uld be o ver in two o r 
three day s, and the entire co urse o f 
w’hich sho uld no t run lo nger than 
tw’o weeks. 
During the first stage, the great­ 
est disco mfo rt co mes fro m infectio n 
itself and abso rptio n o f to xic ma 
terials, with the asso ciated sy mp 
to ms o f sHght fever, chilly sensa 
tio ns, lack o f appetite, sense o f co n­ 
strictio n in the chest, headache and 
co stiveness. 
The best treatm ent fo r these is 
rest in bed and metho ds which will 
bring abo ut eliminatio n and relaxa­ 
tio n. This, therefo re, is the stage 
in W’hich ho t mustard fo o t baths, 
sw’eats induced by aspirin and a 
ho t bath, ho t w’ater bag in bed, 
are mo st effective. Eliminatio ns by 
the use o f a cathartic such as cas­ 
to r o il o r Epso m salts also is in 
o rder. The best way to treat the 
lack o f appetite is to give it time. 
Fo o d is unnecessary and sho uld no t 
be fo rced at this time, except, per­ 
haps, ho t lemo nade and ro ck and 
ry e. 
During the seco nd stage, the se­ 
cretio ns lo o sen up and co ugh and 
expecto ratio n are tro ubleso me. The 
patient, o n the w’ho le, feels better 
but may be co nsiderably anno y ed by 
tenacio us sputum and excessive se­ 
cretio n. 
The o ld standard remedy o f thii 
stage 
is 
ammo nium 
chlo ride 
dis­ 
so lved in so me sy rup such as sy r­ 
up o f wild cherry , sy rup o f to lu. o r 
sy rup o f w’hite pine. The sy rups 
themselves 
are 
so o thing 
to 
the 
thro at and prevent the irritating, 
co ntinuo us co ugh which co mes fro m 
habit and irritatio n o f the vo cal 
co rd.s. A 
co ugh 
is 
a 
pro tective 
sy mpto m, but to be so it sho uld 
bring up so me secretio n fro m the 
chest. When it beco mes purely hab­ 
it it sho uld be co ntro lled. 
Ano ther metho d o f treating this 
stage is by the use o f inhalatio ns. 
These can be either mentho l and 
campho r o r co mpo unded tincture o f 


benzo in, o r many o ther aromatic 
substances. 
The technique o f inhalations ia 
impo rtant, because 
most of them 
when fixed 
with 
a kettle, paper 
co ne, 
etc., are likely to be awk­ 
ward 
and to 
irritate the skin of 
the no se and lips. The beat meth­ 
o d is to get a large rubber tube 
and an o rdinary metal pitcher. Put 
steaming hot water in the pitcher, 
thro w the 
aro matic medicine on 
to p o f this, co ver the top of the 
pitcher with 
a 
towel, 
and 
stick 
the rubber tube into 
the mouth of 
the pitcher. 
The tube 
should, of course, not 
reach the 
surface o f the water. 
Then 
put y o ur mouth ov er the ex - 
po .sed end o f the tube 
and breathe 
the fumes directly into the chest. 
This prevents the Irritation of the 
skin referred to abov e.

BODY OE NEGRO 
SUIN BY POSSE 
BURNED IN TEXAS 


Dragged 
To 
Py re 
at 
Kountzke After Taken 
From Sheriff 


KOUNTZE, Tex., Dec. S.—David 
Gregory, a Negro ex-con vict accused 
of crimin ally attackin g an d slayin g 
a white woman , was shot to d eath 
when he alleged ly resisted arrest 
by a posse an d his bod y later muti­ 
lated an d burn ed by a mob which 
d ragged it to a pyre in the Negro 
section of Koun tze early tod ay. 
Officers an d in cen sed citizen s had 
been iearchin g for the Negro, sin ce 
Mrs. Mellle Williams Brockman , 30, 
w’ife of a farmer, w’as foun d d ead 
on a highway n ear here last Satur­ 
d ay. 
Last n ight a posse trailed the 
Negro to his hid in g place in the 
belfry of a Negro church at Voth, a 
town between Koun tze an d Beau­ 
mon t, 
where 
he 
was 
shot 
an d 
woun d ed when officers said he d rew 
a pistol an d resisted arrest. 
The w’oun d ed Negro, un con scious, 
was taken to a hospital at Beau­ 
mon t but when officers received in ­ 
formation a mob was formin g at 
Koun tze an d startin g toward Beau­ 
mon t, they took the Negro away in 
an automobile, tryin g to protect him. 
Without 
regain in g con sciousn ess 
or bein g able to make a statemen t 
as to his guilt or in n ocen ce, the 
Negro d ied as the car bearin g him 
sped tow’ard Vid or, six miles east 
of Beaumon t 
The bod y w’as taken to Silsbee, an ­ 
other small tow’n in the vicin ity by 
Sheriff 
Miles 
Jord an 
of 
Hard in 
Coun ty. 
On learin g of these d e­ 
velopmen ts, 
the 
mob, 
slowiy 
in ­ 
creasin g in size, trailed the sheriff 
to Silsbee, took the bod y from him, 
tied it behin d 
an atoin obile with 
chain s, an d d ragged it for 35 min ­ 
utes through the Negro section of 
Koun tze. 
Members of the fren zied mob mut­ 
ilated the bod y horribly n ia savage 
d emon stration . 
There was talk of raid in g the 
Hard in Coun ty jail here an d in flict­ 
in g 
similar 
treatm en t 
upon 
tw’o 
other Negroes un d er arrest, suspect 
ed of havin g aid ed Gregory to evad e 
officers shortly after Mrs. Brock- 
man was killed . But the mob d ispers­ 
ed after burn in g the bod y. 
In the face of mob threats, 20 
d eputies, ran gers an d armed citizen s 
stood guard in the coun ty jail un til 
the d an ger had passed .

d iseases of the heart will be 159.1 
per 100.000 policy hold ers 
d urin g 
1933. This compares with 149.9 last 
year. 
How'ever, in d iscussin g mortality 
from all causes, he said the 1933 
record will be on e of the most fav­ 
orable years, an d that “med ical re­ 
sources have more than held their 
own again st the forces of d eath.” 
He emphasized that the win n in g 
fight again st tuberculosis gives hope 
an d courage. The tuberculosis d eath 
rate d ropped from 57.3 In 1932 to 
54.8 this year, an d “the word tuber­ 
culosis n o lon ger hold s the terror 
it on ce d id . 
Dr. Muhlberg said the d eath rate i 
from all causes amon g policy-hold ­ 
ers in creased from 818.8 per 100,000 
In 1933 to an estimated 836.4 for 
this year. He said that though this 
might seem d isappoin tin g at first 
glan ce, it should be remembered 
that 1932 showed the lowest d eath 
rate on record amon g the gen eral 
population .

I'rom his third missionary journey 
Paul 
rf'ported 
to 
the 
Jerusalem 
f hurch wiiere the conservative Jews 
tried 
to 
exr^cute 
him 
on 
trivial 
charges; 
because of 
secret 
plans 
to waylay him, he was hurried off 
tinder Roman protection to Caesarea 
when further accusations and a sort 
of trial was conducted under the 
« direction of the ruler Festus. Sever- 
a! times Paul spoke with power; 
one of his speeches is recorded in 
this lesson. 
V. 10.—“And when the governor 
had beckoned him to speak, Paul 
answered forasmuch as I know that 
thou 
hast been of many years a 
judge unto this nation. I cheerfully 
make my defense.” The fact that 
other rulers’ terms were short be­ 
cause of misdemeanors and Festus 
served many years is a compliment 
which 
Paul 
used 
as 
a 
favorable 
point in his introduction. It is well 
to say all the good things of others 
which the facts will allow. 


V. 11.—“Seeing that thou 
canst 
take knowledge, that it is not more 
than twelve days since I went to 
worship at Jerusalem.” Paul Insist­ 
ed on his purpose at Jerusalem be­ 
ing that of worship. Since much of 
the twelve days was taken in travel 
and trial there was little time left 
for such charge.« ? as were preferred 
— an appeal to Festus’ reason. 
Vs. 12. 13.—“ And neither in the 
temple did they find me disputing 
with

man, 
neither can 
they” 
prove to thee things whereof they 
now accuse me.” The indictments 
against Paul contained three points: 
treason .against Rome-producing se­ 
dition, heresy against 
the Jewish 
religion—a ringleader of the sect of 
the Nazarenes: sacrilege in profan­ 
ing th tomnle as charged 
by the 
Jews of Asia.

One o f the mo <i impo rtant facto rs in­ 
v o lv ed in the ro ad pro gram o f this co u n­ 
try at the present time is maintenance.

Within six mo nths the mo ney lo ss 
w’o u ld be so great, by reaso n o f deprecia­ 
tio n and redu ctio n in earnings fro m gas 
tax rev enu es, that there w’o u ld be insu f­ 
ficient fu nds left to the states and co u n­ 
ties fo r fixed charges and maintenance 
alo ne.” 
Redu ctio n o f highway fu nds as a resu lt 
o f div erted gas taxes and license fees is 
a menace to the entire highw'ay inv est­ 
ment, the

ments. 
Sav ing mo ney o n highw’ays is a 
deceptiv e pro cess.

In a b ulletin issued b y the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
the specialist tells how to select 
turkeys for market, how to handle 
live turkeys, how to feed turkeys, 
how' to kill the b irds and b leed them, 
how’ to pick turkeys and clean the 
carcasses, how’ to wrap tlie heads, 
sew torn skin and remove the crops. 
Hauling to market, grading, weigh­ 
ing, packing, loading and shipping 
are also covered in this b ulletin, 
entitled, 
“Dressing 
and 
Packing 
Turkeys for Market.” 
In “a final word,” he says: *Tt is 
to the interest of 
the producer, 
packer and retailer to see that the^ 
customer is satisfied with her pur­ 
chase, so that she not only w'ill con­ 
tinue to use turkey as the center of 
the holiday dinners, b ut will b ii}- 
one occasionally at other times.”
